FORD S DECLARATION THAT OUR COMMITMENT TO THE ALLIANCE WILL 
NOT FALTER, ADDING AIRPORT STATEMENT THAT NATO IS 
CORNERSTONE OF US FOREIGN POLICY AND HAS UNWAVERING SUPPORT 
OF THE AMERICAN PUBLIC AND OUR CONGRESS. SHABECOFF 
REPORTS LUNS NOTED THAT NATO MEETING HAD ORIGINALLY BEEN
